Frankfort, Jan. 23.—In spite of a cold, 
dreary night, wet under foot and wet over 
head, with a drizzling mist of rain and »nuw 
Marching its way through the inmost re¬ 
cesses of one’s clothes, there was an unusu¬ 
ally large crowd in the lobbies and galleries. 
Among the crowd were a number of In-liqp. 
There were mauy vacant desks on the floor, 
but moHt of the absentee* were answered by 
their proxies. Without any preliminary 
talking the iirst ballot wasordored. if there 
were any expectations that the long orations 
of la»t night would have any effect they 
wore not realized. The ballot showed no 
change, and the Chairman called out the old 
combination, 52, 45, 24. The caucus cheered 
good-naturedly aud a second ballot was 
taken. Chairman Robbins read the result to 
the caucus very concisely. Ho simply said, 
45, 52, 24. No result aud another ballot, 
and so for a third time the ballot was called 
and the same figures announced. Then Sen¬ 
ator Clement took the floor. In a moment 
there was sileuco, for it was expected the 
Senator would make a new move on the 
political rhoes-loard. Senator Clement said: 

Mb. Chairman—I don’t believe I Lave disturbed 
this caucus a great deal yet. and 1 think 1 am ®o 
titled to a tittle indulgence. Now, when 1 was 
young ana going to school my teacher taught me 
mv letter* both ways, up and down. He said it 
was aweasr) practice that I might learn them 
better and remember them longer. 1 therefore 
augment that « tie clerks commence at the foot of 
the roll and call the names backward. I thiuk 
this would at least * ary the monotony somewhat, 
if It did hot chauge the result. 

« There was some cheering and laughter, 
but the fourth ballot began at the head of 
the list. The Chairman announced that 
there was no very material change in the re¬ 
sult, as the ballot stood 24 for Sweeney, 45 
for Blackburn and 52 for Williams. 

Mr. Owens said that, as there seemed to be 
no determination to arrive at any conclu¬ 
sion, he would move to adjourn. Mr. Oliutt 
seconded the motion. The motion was car¬ 
ried by an overwhelming vote and the caucus 
adjourned at 8:30 o’clock, after having been 
hi session le*» than an hour.

They have now balloted 00 times, 
and, to an impartial observer, they are 
about as close to a conclusion as they ever 
were. Some here suggest that two of the 
candidates settle the fight as Willis aud Hoke 
settled their*. But it is improbable that the 
festive nickel will be flipped. The situation 
is growing decidedly monotonous, and 
everybody is praying for a change in the 
ranks of some one of the candidates.

erty, is of interest.

The Comuiittoe on Gv nernl Statutes re¬ 
ported a bill changing the present law on 
jury fees. The bill was prepared by Hr. 
Jefferson. It provides that a iuan who was 
Mimtuoued for two hours should be paid for 
a day’s work. If he were then dismissed. 
The law, as it now stands, gives him noth¬ 
ing. The bill caused a ou oilier of speecho* 
to be made. Several amendments were 
offered. At length the third reading of the 
bill was objected to, aud it fell into tho or¬ 
ders of tho day. 

A bill was reported adversely by the Com¬ 
mittee on General Statutes, amending the 
revenue laws no thnt firms selling liquor 
shall pay $25 for the firm, instead of $25 
for each uie:nl*er of it. The bill was lost. 

The Sonate came in aud another joint bal¬ 
lot was taken. Senator Walton (Republic¬ 
an! off©red the following resolution: 

Retolwd. That after tho next ballot the candi¬ 
date at each succeeding Sal lot-receiving the least 
number of votes shall he dropped, and that this 
Joint Assembly shall continue in session until a 
Senator shall have been elected. 

The Chair decided the resolution out of or¬ 
der as there was no law which could keep a 
member from votiug for whom he pleaded in 
open house. A ballot was taken, and the 
votes scattered as they did yesterday. A 
dozen prominent men were complimented. 
A vote for Col. E. Polk Johnson brought 
down the bou*e. A vote for Senator Hallnm 
was also loudly applauded. Mr I 
voted for Mu* Daisy, the candidate for Li¬ 
brarian, and created much merriment. The 
ballot was at length taken, and resulted ns 
follows:

HANGED Hit A MOB. 

A New Mexico l)r»pcr*4o Takca From Jail 
and Mruttjc I'p to m 4’novcntenl Tree. 

DenyKR,COL., Jan. 23.—The Republican ’a 
Socorro sjwciol says: At 1 o'clock this morn¬ 
ing Joel Fowler, the notorious Socorro des¬ 
perado, was taken from jail and in spite of 
his frantic appeals for mercy and cries for 
help, dragged to a neighboring tree and 
hanged. The crime for which be was bung 
was the murder of a man named Jornee E. 
Cole sometime in November. Fowler, with 
a number of drunken companions, 
took possesion of tblj town and 
marched through the street# firing 
into windows, and making the clU/^us dance 
and sing at the mouth of their revolvers. 
Cole interfered to prevent bloodshed, and 
was stabbed to death by Fowler, who was 
arrested, found guilty, and sentenced tohang 
on the 4th hint. An appeal was taken and 
tho case adjourned until tho next term of 
court. Cole is said to be the seventh victim. 
Fowler is worth $100,(KM), and would use his 
wealth to purchase witnesses, as he had done 
in other cases. Having good reason to be¬ 
lieve that the law’s delay would result in his 
final release, the citizens took the execution 
in their own hands. 


DEATH OS THE HIKER. 

The £( earner Ran Fimlrr Hunk at \a«h>ltir 
and the Mairhiuaa MiseltLZ—Nlaa Kalis 
men Drowned. 

Nashville, Jan. 23.—' The steamer Sam 
Fowler, owued and commanded by Capt. O. 
W. Davis, broke loose from her moorings 
last ulglit at the foot of Church street, 
drifted down against the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad bridge and sunk. She is 
a total loss. She was valued at about $4,- 
000. It is not known whether the wntch- 
man was on board at the time, and nothing 
has been heard of him. The boat lies in the 
left baud chute of Nashville Island, in 18 
feet of water. The mishap was not known 
until this morning. 

The American's special from Carthage, 
on the Upper Cumberland, says a raft was 
drawn into a whirlpool below that town and 
nine men drowned. 


A Bold Break for Utterly. 

Jackson, Ohio, Jan. 28.— Luke and Wm. 
Jones, shortly to bo hanged for the murder 
of Audersou Lockey, broke the coil doors at 
noon while the guards were at dinner, cap¬ 
tured the guards’ revolver* in the corridor, 
overpowered and tied the jailer, and escaped 
to the hill* Five hundred citizens soon 
started in pursuit. The prisoners were soon 
overtaken, but showod fight. Luke was 
wounded, when they surrendered. It is un¬ 
certain whether Luke wiij recover.

ON ’CHANGE. 


The Day Proves an Exciting: One in 
Wall Street, and a Picnic 
„ for the B^ars, 


Tho Bottom Dropping Entirely Out of 
the Ex-Yillnrd Stocks, Which 
Sell Unsupported. 


The List of Good Stocks Well Looked After 
So That They Gan Hot be 
Hammered. 


Tho Produce Market Makes a Weak 
Showing at Chicago, With the 
Bears on Top. 


NOBODY TALKS BULLISH.

New York, Jan. 23.—To-day proved one 
of th# most exciting ever witnessed in Wall 
street. Under the manipulation of Mr. Gould 
tbs street was regaining confidence gradual¬ 
ly, and many dealers who have been ou toe 
short side purchased storks for a r«o, but a 
most unaccountable selling of Ex-Villard 
stocks began early in the dealing* aud con¬ 
tinued almost witaout intermission until tho 
close. 

Northern Pacific preferred was thrown 
overboard all dav at what must have been a 
tremendous sacrifice to the seller*. The boars, 
who were first amazed and theu astounded, 
sold stock short reck essly, and made heavy 
and quick profits. Nearly all the brokers 
were iu the Northern Pacific crowd, which 
was wild with excitement. At the cluee 
Oregon Navigation had fallen 7>*; North¬ 
ern Pacific preferred, 4j£; Oregon Trans- 
conl.oental, 4%; and Northern Pa¬ 
cific common, 2?£. This Result means 
that the owners of the Northern 
Pacific properties are unable, or for some 
reason unkunwn to the public, unwilling to 
support the stocks. Instead of support from 
sources which would naturally give it there 
were important selling orders. During the 
day Wm. Kndicott. Jr., the President of the 
Oregon Transcontinental, wrote to the Pres¬ 
ident of t&e Stock Exchauge, denying that 
any of the stock reported as held by that 
company was being marketed. The bears 
sold in a lively wav on this, sari shouted de¬ 
risively in tho Exchange: “The company 
ha* got left; the stock will be for sale to¬ 
morrow.” 

At noon the offerings of Northern Pacific 
first-mortgage bonds began to attract aiten- 
tention. These securities, which have 
be«;u regarded ns first-class in all 
tho recent depressions, were forced 
down from 101;, to 94, belter CO, 
in Res than two hours, it i* Do*»iolc that 
this was a move by the bears, hut the largo 
transactions, nearly a raidion and a half, in¬ 
dicate Kales by large holder*. These talcs of 
bonds created a decidedly i*anirky feeling in 
ail the ®x«Villard stocks, and it was gener¬ 
ally believed mat some new catastrophe had 
overtaken the company. A hundred rumors 
were afloat. It was said the attitude of Con¬ 
gress in regard to the company’s land grant 
was serious. This absurd exeti-e fur the de¬ 
cline wax followed by the rumor that a 
Northern Pacific house was in trouble. In 
the Exchange a story was circulated that 
loans on Northern Pacific had been called and 
there were lorced sales for Boston account. 
Rumor* of the most damaging revelation and 
admissions by Mr. Yillnrd which had * auvd 
bankers here to coil their loans and with¬ 
draw their support from the company were 
also circulated. On the** and a score of 
other stories, the leading bear* ran tUe stock 
down nearly to the point at which it is mar¬ 
gined at the great banking houses, but thvy 
met long stock ail the time. 

The lowest prices were: Oregon Naviga¬ 
tion, 80},; Northern Pacific, prelerred, 4o',; 
Oregon transcontinental, 17; Northern 
Pacific, common, S0j^. From these figures 
there was a slight recovery just^at the cioxe. 

The result of such a violent movemeut in 
stocks, which were thougnt to be liquidated 
to the eud at 10 1 *t cent, higher figures, 
must be to destroy confidence in like securi¬ 
ties. 1 he beam will no doubt take advan¬ 
tage of the new situation. There was one 
remarkable feature in the market 
yet to be noticed. lu spite of 
the selling of Pacific*, the rest 
of the list (or all good stocks was either 
steady or higher at the do«e than la<t nlgut. 
Under the leadership of Mr. Gould it was 
arranged, ax slated in these dispatebes, that 
the general list should be supported. Mr. 
Gould hioisdf took care of Western Union, 
Union Pacific and Missouri Pacific. Mr. 
Yanderbilt * friends wntebud Lake Shore, 
New York Central aud Michigan Central 
Collis <Sl Levy protected Lackawanna, and 
C. J. (6b.ru A Co. and Pnuce & Wfiib ly 
guarded St. Paul, Northwest and other 
stocks. In the face of one of the worst do 
cliues ever Mam, the*e flruia had the general 
market steady. It took a good deal of 
pluck, but eirange to say w uh only a little 
money every attack wiw stoutly resisted, 
and finally the bears gave up and 
devoted tneir whole attcuuon to the 
Pacifies. Many of the bulls think to night 
that the market bos at last been cut loose 
from the ex-Villard stocke. Without the 
thorough support given the general list to¬ 
day there would havo been a decline which 
might have been very serious in iu conse¬ 
quences, and the fact that prices in many 
ca.Mss actually advanced shows that there is a 
bull party in the market of considerable 
strength. 

AT CHICAGO . 

TOE PRODUCE MARKET HAS A WEAK DAT 
WITH THE BEARS IN FULL CONTROL.

Cnii AOO, Jan. 28.—Wheat to-night is go¬ 
ing at Wi)i tor May; corn at 58 (or thexame 
month. At one time wheat was selling at 
98% and corn at 59’ 4 \ The feeling to night 
is weak. 

“Didn’t I tell you it was a soda-watar 
bulge?” said Commissioner Brega, to-night. 
“Didn't 1 tell you there was no good in this 
wheat* There has been no foreign demand 
for this spring wheat of ours since 
1878. Every bu*hel of it shipped has been 
consigned. The lo*t was shipped out by 
Armour in 1882, aud some of it is for *ale 
at Liverpool now.” 

Commission man Brega is a bear, and bts 
declaration to-night fairly illustrates the war 
the bears feel. They are exultant. They 
sold wheat to night ou the Call, wh^re 
the principal break occurred, in just 
as large loU as buyers could be 
found for. They wore sellers on the curb, 
aud unless their feeling changes betw een this 
and morumg they are likoly to start in soil¬ 
ing just as vigorously to-morrow morning. 

Early in the moruiog provisions began to 
advance under large purchases by Cudahy & 
Steven*, presumably for Armour. It was 
said that Cudahy was trying to put May 
pork to $1B. When the figures touched 
$16 95, Singer, anutliar of the packers, be- 
gna celling on just as largo a scale os Cud¬ 
ahy bought. The $16 was not touched. 
The price began to ilerliue, and closed to¬ 
night on the Call at *16 ?2‘;. 

Twenty thousaud barrels of pork changed 
changed hand* on the Call, Hinger apparent¬ 
ly buying in the property h© bod pul out up 
stairs, lie took one 6.00> barrel lot from 
Spent, and bid for another 5,000-barrel lot 
at the same figure 

Six thousaud tierces of lard changed 
bands, and some 1,000,000 pounds of rir»s, 

but these latter were lnilueuoed Altogether 


by the price of pork. May lard stopped at 

$9 16. 

The receipts of corn wore, as was 
anticipated. comparatively small to¬ 
day. Of the 271 car*, however, 
151 graded No. 2, over 55 per cent. 
The trading in com was not nearly so activo 
a* in wheat anil provisions, and < ufa w*nt up 
or dowu rather th© other markets grew 
weak or strong than from any influence in¬ 
side its own p*t. Opinion, of course, & di¬ 
vided, ns it ha> always to be upon the menu 
or demerits of this grain at pree*nt price*. A 
boorishly-inclined commission man gave the 
popular view this afternoon when, aft**r 
predicting a tumble in wheat, be said, iu 
nntiwer to an inquiry as to wnat he thuagbi 
about corn: 

“Ob, that i* a different kind of deal.” 

If w heat u to drop to piece* again, then it 
is pretty generally conceded that corn will 
be dragged down sortie, too. but moat of 
thr local crowd inclines to the opinion that 
corn is meritorious at the present figure*.

BIS VIEWS OH TEE SUBJECT. 


New York. Jan. 23.—Gen. Grant has sent 
the following letter to the Washington Eicn- 
tiip St a r relative to the pending Mexican 
treaty: 

New York City, Jon. 25. lWl.—To the Editor 
of the WnthingtO'* Eecuing Star: la your issue 
of Saturday, beaded: “The Mexican Treaty— 
The Senate Refuses to Ratify it at PreseaL “ I 
Had the following |M*ragraph: 

’’Why some Senators voted against It* A mem¬ 
ber of Congrcs* «aid to a at nr reporter today: 
There non some vote*, several of them, 
at Iea*t, cast against the Mexican treaty 
in the Senate for this reason: You *e«-. 
Grant and Romero were partners In .Verioo. 
and they obtained some large concession* from 
that Government in relation to railroad and 
■teatntiOat lines. Now Gram Is United States 
( oauuisaiouer. and Romero Mexican t'ommfs- 
ftiontr. and both of them were exceedingly anx¬ 
ious to hare the treaty ratified. It wa*suspected, 
and really I can’t soy U wax mure than suspicion, 
that these two men. as partner* in businrtv had 
big private interests In that treaty. End that It 
wotikJ aid them in developing the Inonopolies 
ther wauL aud as no real y<*vi could be discov¬ 
er.

New .York, Jan. 23.^—John E. Wheelock. 
a citizen of this country now living in Brook¬ 
lyn, presented* claim some time ago through 
the State Depariuiaut against the republic of 
Venezuela. Ho had been arrested and tor¬ 
tured by Venezuelan authorities. He placed 
his claim* at $50,000. He finds u<>w that 
the injuries then received wilt disable him 
for life, ami hence he boK raised bis demand 
to $250,000. 

The correspondence embraces letters fmm 
Gen. Slocum, Congressmen D. K. James. 
Wm. 8. Holruan, A. 8. Hewitt and Per ry 
Belmont, aud Senators Sherman, Anthfiny 
and Call. All agree that Wh*eiock suffered 
gross outrage at the bands of Venezuela, for 
which he is entitled to financial red re**, but 
they do not agree as to the ln»t coursu for 
him to pursue to get it. The State Depart¬ 
ment always follows its rule of seeking re¬ 
dress by a number of red-tape references, 
but at Ia*t directions have been given our 
Minister at Caraccns so makes full examina¬ 
tion of this co»e aud report. 

Mr. Hewitt says in his letter that “In 
order to secure prompt redress yon must bo 
aw Are, however, that when a foreign nation 
refuses indemnity there is but oue alterna¬ 
tive. which is to instil ut* reprisals and ulti¬ 
mately go to war. Much as you have suffer¬ 
ed, I presume you would scarcely l»e willing 
to plunge the two Oovernmunta Into the ac¬ 
tual condition of warfare, aud it is a huinilt- 
atinc foci that we could not hope to succeed 
in such a contest because we have no navy, 
and Venezuela conld issue letters of marque 
under which our commerce could be de¬ 
stroyed. You will perceive, therefore, that 
the questions raised bv this case are of the 
grav^t cliarainer, nnd that tho situation re¬ 
quires to tie rao*t carefully considered before 
arriving at the final coneliuiob ” 

CongrveMinaii Jamas, or Brooklyn. Li out¬ 
spoken enough in his denunciation of the out¬ 
rage. 

.Senators Sherman and Anthony advise a 
memorial to Congress, while deploring the 
fact that this country is practically iu no 
condition to gn to war with even such a 
smnli concern os Venezuela.

Tb© indications are that th© w man 
escaped from tbe house ©lion the attack wa* 
made, was pursued, struck down on the 
road a short distauce nway, and dragged 
bock to tb© hou#© by th© hair of her bead. 

Tbrre is no clew to the murderer*, but the 
theory is that some unknotvu wo# received as a 
1 *)g©r last night; that be committed tb© dia¬ 
bolical deed, then robbed the bouse and fied. 
A good white shirt, badly blood-stained, 
which did not belong to Boedicker, was 
found in the house, aud a bucket of bloody 
water, in which the murderer washed hi# 
bauds, was ataudmg ou the lloor. A trunk 
in a rear room w as brokeu open w ith tho 
bloody ax and a wardrobe iu th© same room 
bad been forced open w ith his bloody hands. 

Tbe scene at th© hou-e was moit terrible, 
aud th© affair has produced th© greatest ex¬ 
citement aud honor throughout th© n tgli- 
borboud.

The guard* 
keep their revolvers in a wc*>den box in the 
outer corridor of the jail. Fred. Reed, who 
wa* on guard to-day, went to dinner at tbe 
usual hour. As soon a* he was gone they 
took a piece of iron from their bunks nnd 
converted it into a hook, with which they 
drew tbe box containing tbe revolver* near 
enough to them to enahle them to reach 
through the bars of the inner corridor ami 
get them. Being now armed with tworevolv 
ere each, they began to devise means of 
getting into tbe outer corridor. They un¬ 
screwed the bolt which held tbe top* on the 
urinal, aud with thi* large and heavy piece 
of metal they broke one of the bare and im¬ 
mediately crawled through the door iutotbe 
outer corridor. When Reed returned frgm 
dinner be unlocked the d<x*r a» usual 
nnd step}>cd inside, ami to hi* 

great consternation ho was facing two 
pair of revolvers in the hands of the Jone* 
boys. They requested him to allow them to 
tio him, a r. quest which, under the circum¬ 
stances. he felt it would be improper to re¬ 
fuse. After tying him they took tho kevs. 
unlocked the d<*»r and found tbemsolve* 
free. No one saw them escape except those 
inside the jail. 

After some minutes a young man 
confined in jail proposed to untie Rood 
if Reed would allow biin to go free. Reed 
accepted tho proposition, nnd a* soon as Ub 
orated gave the alarm. In a tow minutes 
the word bad spread over town, and theta 
everybody started in pursuit of tbe hoys, 
who had gone out toward tho cemetery north 
of town. 

When they reached the cemetery, 
Luke proposed that they giue them¬ 
selves up, a* they were very tired 
but Bill pulled off his shoes and declared hu$ 
intention of going on.

Meigs, Alabama, writes un interesting let¬ 
ter to tbo New York Sun, iu which he 
say* that for tiro lost fifteen years hi* 
"political opinion* have been educated 
and Inspired from the Sun and tbo 
CocittEU- Journal” all the lime believing 
that be “was drinking in the true Demo¬ 
cratic doctrine from each.” 

*‘My two teachers,” say* he, ’’seemed to 
travel harmoniously iu the same direction 
uutil about the lime tbe election of Speaker 
began to be mooted, wheu one or the 
other of them began to sby. * # * 

Now, my ardeut wish is to know* which 
oue it U that U doing the shying, and 
which oue is true to the track. 1 wish to 
he a true Democrat of the old school, but 
it seem* to mo that those whom 1 consider 
to bo my two infallible teacher* are begin¬ 
ning to differ.** 

Mr. Nicholson, therefore, asks the 
Sun to give a succinct statement of its 
own view* anJ of the Courier Journal's 
views on the tariff, ns ho considers these 
two journals representative 'of the two 
clcmeuU of the Democracy on this ques¬ 
tion.

“But, alonr with this difference lu practical 
measures. Uiere Is a difference in theory. Mr. 
C*au§LS an i bis fttends hoU that in tbe ab¬ 
stract the only true system would be free ira ># 
between n*e UaiteJ State* and foreiffn coun rlea. 
adniiit nff without duty tho products or tho<to 
countri*s and raisin* the neo-Mar.-revenue by 
means of direct taxation. But this is mprao- 
ticaul# In Lite prewa*. situation ot tb« United 
States, pniK-qntlJy l>eeause a contrary system 
has been estanlisbed and practiced here: 
and so tney bold that, in rauime 
revenue by Impart duties, regard should 
be bad exclusively to the capacity of 
each Imported article to pay n greater 
or ales am Mint of duty, and no regard should 
be paid to the q ie«Uoo whe tier Ihn same artie e 
can or can not ne produced in tbe United States. 

In other wor ta there should be no attempt by 
means of a higher duty to prot>.-ct the American 
uro luerr of suen Articlni jut ia*i the coni|ie:ition 
of the foreign producer This is the tiortrin • 
which ha* u*cn advo ated hy Mr. CARL »Ut and 
the L'ot-nfRR-Jora.* *t. and which Is believed to 
have got the upper hand in the elect 1»it of Mr. 
CaRU*L« a* Speaker of tiie Uouve of Represent¬ 
ative*. But how far this doctrine u to b* ap 
p led Immrtlistely. and ho#* for it U to bo tern 
porarily modified In favor of protecliou. can not 
be k own until th# new Tariff Bill is published; 
but some such modification wjuld seem to be 
probable.*' 

This is only a partially correct state- 
ipont of the position of “Mr. Carlisle 
uud hi* frieotls.” They do hold ihnt iu 
tho abstract the only true system would bts 
'Tree trade between tho United States and 
foreign countries," but they fully recog¬ 
nize tbe fact lhat freo trade is out of the 
question so long ns Ihe expenses of the 
Government require tho raising of n rev¬ 
enue in excess of that yiolded by the in¬ 
ternal tax ou such articles as liquor* ami 
tobacca To meet this deficiency they 
must suil levy duties ou import*, 
but they id.ii.tt that these duties shill 
be levied on a judicious plan—Lhat 
tbe necessities of life shall not be taxed 
higher thuu tho luxuries—that the cloth¬ 
ing. tood. household goods and tools and 
implements of every-day u*e shall not be 
nearly doubled in price at the expense ot 
the consumers of this country for the ben¬ 
efit of u few* manufacturing monopolists, 
lu other words, the Democrats represented 
by Mr. Carlisle are opposed to the doc¬ 
trine of "protection” in itself, becauro 
protection is robbery of the many for the 
few; but they recognize that while 
it is necessary to raise a portion 
of the revenue through a tariff, there 
w ill necessarily lie as a result of this tariff 
some "protection” to home industries, uud 
aiihoug.i they do uot admit that even this 
incidental protection is nee Mary, they 
wUU to adjust it in such a uutnaer that it 
will work ihe least injury to the people 
nud ihe country. It’ there must be inci¬ 
dental protection, they do not wish it to 
Iks applied to a continuation of tbe oppres¬ 
sive monopolies into which many indus¬ 
tries, through the subsidies thu* granted 
tbom, have grown. 

he Sun U partially ridit lu saying that 
these DemocraiRhuid thui free (rude is im¬ 
practicable in the prescut situation of the 
Lulled Mates, principally because a con¬ 
trary system lias long been established and 
practiced here. Whether it i* impraetiea- 
for this reason i* uot 
Kprtti discussing, as we have above given 
a reason, not mentioned by the Sun, why 
free Kudo, under our present conditions, is 
impassible. But tiie Sun do s not at 
all dp the tariff-reform Democrat* 
justice lu the brief statement of the reason 
just Aaotcd from it. They recoguize 
thq^ugbly that a too abrupt change in 
tariff U not desirable; that it must be 
brought from a pro tec live to a revenue 
siundurd gradually, that the present gigau 
tic system of wrong can not be removed 
suddenly with mt Injuring interests with 
w hich il has lx corn© inter-rooted. If the 
Sun lu»d only recalled the Inst utterance ol 
Mr. Carlisle on this subject, iu hi* re 
piark* ou takiug the Speaker’s chair, its 
statement of hi* position might have been 
somewhat modified. While urging up.m 
the House "just und equal tux- 
uiion for public purposes," he declared 
that “sudden nd radical changes of the 
law* and regul .lions uffeciing commercial 
and industrial interests.” under the exist 
ing circumstances, should not bo made. 

The iS«a might to be g »-ni authority as 
to ihe view* of the Randall Dcmociat*. It 
thus formulate* them:

Mr. Randall and his followers. U will 
be seen, are out-and-out protectionists. To 
"so apportion the duties as to afford to the 
American producer a sufficient protection 
against the competition of foreign pro¬ 
ducers,” is to put the tariff at such a high 
figure a* to virtually shut out the foreign 
producer, thus allowing the American to 
charge the homo consumer two prices for 
his goods. This a sj'slem which levies 
on the people nominally for the G »v.*rn- 
innnt, but really for the private producer. 

Mr Randu.l aod his fdllowei^, a* tli^ 
Sun stale*, wish to reduce the surplus 
revenue by abolishing the internal revenue 
system. That abolbhcd, tbe present high 
tariff must be retained to meet the ex¬ 
penses of the Government. The Sun says 
that they would do away with the internal 
revenue bccaujK* it is a war measure, but 
the Sun docs not state that the present 
tariff is also a war measure; and ou that 
ground Alone there U no reason why one 
should lie abolished that will uot apply to 
tho other. Tho Democrats repre¬ 

sented by 31r. Carlisle hold that 
tho question with reference to these 
two systems of taxation U ju*t this: A 
large revenue must Ik* raised to meet tbe 
expenses of the Government At the pres 
cm rates neither of these systems aloue will 
supply this revenue, but both of them fur- 
nisu an excess. It Is right that a reduc¬ 
tion Iro made somewhere. The Carlisle 
Democrats sav it should lie made in the 
tariff system; the lUudall followers say 
it should bo made in tbo abolition of the 
interna! revenue system. They urge that 
tiie lax should be taken off of whisky and 
tobacco and that the necessaries of life be 
made to bear the whole burden of tnxalinn 
They contend that tbe people’s clothe* and 
food aud household, farm and mechanical 
utensil* and implements should be taxed 
to support the Government, while whisky 
and tobseco should be free. Those who 
believe with Mr. Carlisle hold that this 
is unjust, nud that if there is any reduc¬ 
tion in taxation to be made it should begin 
with those article* must cKh* ly connected 
with the people'* comfort and welfare. 
The protective system tit itself is wron?, 
because it levies tax-s less for public 
purpovc3 than for private individuals, 
the manufacturer receiving about $3 of 
the tax where the Government receives 
whereas the tax on wnisky and to¬ 
bacco goes directly to the G »vernment. 

And. furthermore, if the Ran bill t!exw 
rists could succeed in abolishiug the in¬ 
ternal revenue system this would not only 
wipe out the present surplus revenue, but 
it would leave an actual deti leticy iu tho 
amount necessary to run the Government 
of from fifty to seventy-five or 
eighty million dollars annually, 
which sum would, of course, have to be 
made up up from lucrcost d tariff revenues. 

This is a question which must be de¬ 
cided by the voters of this country for 
themselves. Mr. NtcnoiAON is a farmer, 
lie must determine whether he prefers to 
lmve hi.* uatioual taxes collected from him 
by paying BO cents a gallon on the whisky 
ho buys, and from 8-5 cents to 75 cents a 
pound ou his tobacco, or by paying from 
25 per ceut. to over 100 per 
ceuk (most articles being taxed a 
per ceut. nearer the latter figure 
than the former) on Ills coat, hat and 
trousere. his shoes, shirts, socks aud draw¬ 
ers; on his wife's and his daughters' 
clothes; ou his lum'jcr. paint, window 
glass, nails, screws, locks, hiugcs, wall-* 
paper; on bU carpets, hi* glassware, 
crockery, his cutlery, hi* kiichea and 
coolung iitenstli; on hi* sugar, hi* suit, 
pepper, starch, soda, soap; his blanket* 
it ml hi* liucu; on his plows, his hoes, 
shovel* and all kinds of farming iraple 
luenls; on hi* barney saw*, axes, chains, 
cotton-tie.*, hi.* medicines, his biblc, etc,, 
jtlc. 

Mr. Nicholson D anxious to know 
whether the Sun or tho Courier 
Journal “i* doing the shying, and which 
oue is true to the track.” if .Mr. Niciiol 
In».n will examine into the record of the 
Democratic party he will find that the 
Courier-Journal stand* squarely on the 
track. The platform of the Democratic 
party m 1840 declared that "no more reve¬ 
nue ought to Ijc raised than is required to 
defray the necessary expenses ol the Gov¬ 
ernment.” The platform of IS44 was to 
the name purpose. Those of 1848, 1858, 
1806 and l£(io (both Uio Charleston aud 
Baltimore plulforms) were substantially the 
same, except that provisions were in ale 
for Uic grudual extinction of the public 
debt, while that of 1806. ou which the last 
Democratic Fresideut wo» elected, pro- 
oouuced for “progressive tree trade.'' 
In 1664 tho convention naturally 
passed no tariff resolution. The platform 
of 1868 favored a tariff for revenue, with 
“incidental protection.” In 1872, in the 
disastrous attempt to compromise on Mr. 
Greeley, a Republican and n protection* 
bt, the tariff dUcuHsion was "remitted to 
the people.” In 1870 our platform vigorous¬ 
ly denounced the present protective system, 
and demanded that “oil custom-house tax¬ 
ation be only for revenue.” Iu I860 nur 
platform declared for "a tariff for revenue 
only," That tiie party i.* still in favor of 
this policy as opposed to that of 3Ir. Ran- 
pall. Is dcmnu.Htrated by the recent vote 
iu the nomination of Speaker, Mr. Has¬ 
dai l receiving only 52 voles out of nearly 
200 Democratic Representatives. 

If there U «ov “shying" being done, 
Mr. Nicholson will seo that it is not by 
the CotiRtru-JocnNAi- 

Mr. Nicholson might now nsk the Sun 
to explain the difference, if there is u dif¬ 
ference. between the position of the Ran¬ 
dall Democrats and that of the Repub¬ 
licans on the tariff. 


THE LATIN UNION. 

A dispatch reminds us tluit by the limits- 
lions of the terms of the compact the Latin 
Union will terminate at the end of the cur¬ 
rent ycur. 

In 1865, France. Italy, Belgium and 
Switzerland formed a monetary union for 
the purpose of regulating the weight, fine¬ 
ness and values of gold aud silver com*, 
and the amounts to coined. T his con¬ 
federation has since Uen known u* the 
Latin Union. It* duration was originally 
limited to fifteen year*, but has since been 
renewed, aud hns also been enlarged by the 
a din tail on of Greece a* a member. 

The Hlanrinrd ratio of gold to silver in the 
States of the Latin Union is, to iim* a tech¬ 
nical expression. 15* to l. viz.: 154 ounces 
of stiver are e*qual in vuluc to 1 ounce of 
gold, both uictuls being, of course, of 
aUudnrd tiuem.s*. This is the general 
European ratio where bimetallism prevails, 
while in the United Mutes the ratio i* 15.68 
to 1. The tiauiiard of liucucs*, however, 
is the same in the United Males as in the 


nations of the Lapn Union, viz.: nine- 
tenths, or oue tenth alloy to uinc tcuths of 
pure metal 

The beneficial results of the l^tin Mone¬ 
tary Union have becu various aud im¬ 
portant The uuit of the money of ac- 
count* has been thereby rendered uniform 
among all tho uaiioua of the union, the 
French, Belgian anti Swiss frauc beiug 
precisely the same, and equal to the iinlutn 
lire, the value being 19.3 cents in American 
coin. 

But. in addition to the convenience and 
security attained by thus regulating the 
inouey of exchnogc among radons having 
the most Intimate commercial und social 
Intercourse, the high contracting parties 
also secured by the agency of the treaty a 
harmony of policy which secured them 
substantial advantages and gave the union 
weight and farce in tho policy of Europe. 

Tho coinage of silver ha* been discon¬ 
tinued by nil the nation* of the union ex¬ 
cept Italy; but this was not became of ft 
disposition to abandon bimetallism, but on 
account of the fact lhat the supply of 
silver coins woa adequate to the wants of 
the people. France 1m* been since its in¬ 
ception the mainstay^f the union, and in 
her case nt least the suspension of coinage 
was largely due to her indisposition to aid* 
her great enemy, the German C hancellor, 
in sidling the silver thrown out of use by 
its demonetization in die German empire. 
At the suitpeiKunn, however, France had | 
an ample supply of stiver money in u«e, 
the Mock in circulation being estimated at 
1304.700,000. 

At the expiration of the current term of 
the Ljitiu Union the nation* composing it 
will aoubtleas assemble by dtdegathm and 
determine whether it sh:i con¬ 

tinued. It is not very clear w lmt the de¬ 
cision will be, but tho probabilities me 
that it will be renewed. France, ut leant, 
can not afford to change her money stand¬ 
ard. and in uioat of tho other nations in¬ 
terested then? will probably be no induce¬ 
ment to end the compact, as the supply of 
silver money is constantly deucasiug 
while coinage i* suspended, imd iu the 
meanwhile the benefits of uniformity in 
the moneys of exchange are to be guursu- 
tcvd by it* Continuance. 

The cud of 1884 will form nn opportu- | 
nity for- another international discussion of 
the great questiou of bitneialli-m, in which 
tho UniUd State*. England and Germany 
should of course participate. The cud 
of tiie limited term of Latin Union 
rui*e# an emergency, if uot a crisis, in the 
silver question. At the lost luteiuntionai 
Conference, held in l'u.ls, iu 1881. all the 
uatiom of Ettrotv* were represented, ns 
well as the Ui te . Mute* nud India. No 
Important resuiu were arrived at. but the 
discussion* generally recogniO'sl the neces¬ 
sity ot reiuiumg silver iu the monetary 
system. It wus in the power of England 
and Germany to establish bimetallism on 
the bruadtM luternuiiunal grouud* if they 
had been prepared to accede to the wishes 
of the Luiin Union and the United States, 
but they temporized, aud offered only Im¬ 
material concession*. This defeated the 
purposes of tbu conference. 

It will depend upon future development* 
whether their position* may be mtallfied at 
a future Congress, and if nothing import¬ 
ant ti umpires the policy of (. hrislcmJom 
will continue to ou Imsm s fairs.

NOW LET THE BOOM PROCEED. 


The question about holding another Expo¬ 
sition is now tbo most absorbing topic in 
business circles. It is discussed every where 
else, too, and then* is scarcely a resident of 
LouisviUe who docs not take an interest in it 
from the Main street jobber, who counts ins 
trade fly tbo hundreds of thousciuds, down to 
the grimy boot black, to whom a big crowd 
of visitors means a rich addition to hto scanty 
earnings.

“We 
are heartily in favor of another Exposition,*’ 
he said; “the experience of last year is 
enough to satisfy any man of iu necessity. 
Louisvillo increased iu trade immensely, 
wink-other cities experienced unusual de 
preesion. Beside*, this I am satisfied that all 
the jobbing houses caved the amount of their 
subscriptions in the reduced railroad fares. 
You can say this firm Is heartily in favor of 
another Exposition, and think it can be 
made a success. If Louisville were not to 
hold ono it wouhk be a retrogression. We 
think highly of Col. Young, and know he 
would make an admirable officer.* 1 

Mr. E. Mayer, of iiess, Mayer & Co., 
said: “Owing to an Ka'tern trip from 
which 1 have juvt returned, 1 am unablo to 
say more thsu that 1 believe the Exposition 
would be a good thing for the city. Col. 
Bennett Young is the best man that can 
be got for the position, and it is to be hoped 
that he will accept the Presidency.”

Young to ^b© Presi- 
daucy.” 

THE MAYOR WILL HELP. 

Mayor Jacob remarked: “In case the 
g >mlemon having tho matter in hand decide 
to hold another Exposition, l will do every¬ 
thing in uiy power to asatst them. Tho s»s- 
l otion of Col. Youug Bi President is an ex¬ 
cellent move.” 

Col. J B. Alexander wild: “We should 
certainly have another Exposition, aud I 
think it an assured fact that we will. As far 
as tbo election of Col. Youug is concerned, I 
can not call to mind a gentleman in the city 
that would till tuo position of President bet¬ 
ter than he will.” 

Hon. E. D. Htaudlford said: “The Expo¬ 
sition to a necessity. Louisville can not af¬ 
ford to let it go by. The commercial, agri¬ 
cultural and manufacturing interests all re¬ 
quire just such nit enterprise.

TownMind believes in the veteran of Lundy’s 
Ijine and Mexico, and s?at©* truly that the 
famou* expression of Geo. SScott, “Wayward 
suters, depart in |h»uc©,“ war* th© last of four 
alternative*. Hut th© record to umtnpoaclm- 
ble. that th© heart of Gen. Bcott was with 
Virginia, only iu a leea degree than that of 
Gen. Robert E. Ia»©. A point of great his¬ 
tone interest to hts publication of tho fait 
text of Gen. Scott’s recommendation* to m*

tcere to attempt to reduce them. Mr. Floyd, 
tb© Secretary of War of President Iiucbau- 
an, has t»*©n credited with scattering tho reg¬ 
ular force* *o as to make it difficult to put 
them where needed, and with placing the 
arms nf tho Government where th© .South 
could most easily reach them.

It to a high com- 
plimeut to the »agaritr of General 
Scott, that Mr. Floyd should havo«Aid, after 
hto own lot w as car-t n uh th© Cunfederacy: 
“Had Scott been able to get these fort* m 
the condition h© desired them to be, the 
Southern Confederacy would not now ©x- 
tot,” A curious contrast extol* between the 
evident anxiety of the war-worn veteran of 
so many field* to avoid the fraternal blood- 
sh© 1 then so probable, and the equally evi¬ 
dent liking of the Hon. Joseph Holt, the new 
Secretary of War, to have u little blood tot 
in honor of hto acc©-*ion. The ciycum-tancc* 
making this contrast to tb© published 
“views” of Uort. Scott, ns communicated to 
Mr. Secretary Seward, are it* follows: 
(’apt. Arnold EJzcy. a Marylander, aud of¬ 
ficer of tbe Secoud regiment artillery, was 
iu command of th© Augusta (Ga.) Arsenal. 
Tuo comfortable but indefensible building* 
w©ro on the Sand hills, the fashionable 
suburb, oue mil© out of the city, and th© 
seventy-odd men in tb© company, having a 
battery of two of tho old-fashioned 1*2- 
pounder bra** howitzers and two 6-pnunder 
smooth boros, were summoned to surrender by 
Gov. JiMopb E. BrowA, ul th© head of the 
city battalion, about l.OUU strong, with al- 
tu ^t .u many more “minute men,” and a 
field battery superior to that of th© United 
States. This notice of Georgia, of her re¬ 
sumption of paramount sovereignty and de¬ 
mand for exclusive pw*M-»»ioii of her sod, 
wn* telegraphed to Geu. Scott, and by. 
him carried to Secretary Holt. Gen. Towns¬ 
end wouid loavn the impression that Gen. 
Scott inspired the reply, and that he desire], 
a* a D tilt of honor, that at least a *bot 
should l>e fired lwfore tb© surrender to th© 
overwhelming force. This, we apprehend, 
to a mistake. Geo. Scott well knew that th© 
young m-Mi of th© South wore intent upou 
carrvmg out the idea of th© “Scarlet letter ” 
of William L. Yancey, of Alabama, which 
was, “to fire the Southern heart and pluuge 
tb© cotton State* into a revolution.” Geor¬ 
gia had not yet much more than secedod, 
and while Alexander II. Stephens wn. plead¬ 
ing with hto people to wait for an “overt 
act” of Mr. Lincoln against Mlavery, Gov. 
Brnwu wn* precipitating the ertoto, aud 
bkfcxtohcd by Federal troo|M wan ju*t what 
th© seroudou loader* needed. Therefore wo 
think tout Gen. Scott should still bo viewed 
in the light of h a wurds to Mr. Seward— 
“There is good reason to hope that tho dan 
ger of ftccesfhon umy b© made to pn« away 
w ithout one conflict of arm*’’ and to read 
th© following dtopatch as it is signed, a* en¬ 
tirely the conception of tlm new Secretary of 
War. It read*: 

Tho Ooi«rnor of Georgia lias assumed against 
your (srtt sml t h» United >$►••♦ an attitude of 
war Hi* summon* to har»li and perrmjitory.

Ei- 
zoy by lb© statement that hto failure to com¬ 
prehend this di* patch, and to jniruiit th© an¬ 
nihilation of hto command that It involved, 
to accounted for by hto subsequent apj/ear- 
ano© a* a Brigadier in the army of Gvn. Loo 
He did not -end to “beg” an interview with 
Got. Brown th© next morning, for this wri¬ 
ter who wrus nu Aid on tho Staff of th© Gov¬ 
ernor of Georgia on that day, n a war© that 
th© captain of artillery rather dictated hto 
term* of going out. Tho ipsideuts of that 
fashionable suburb were very uncju»y because

THE AMERICAN'S RESORT. 


(Correipondence of the Courier-Journal 1 

London, Jan. 10.—Londoner* are fond of 
telliug foreigners that tbo summer ©oasou 
here to altogether lovely, that they have “six 
mouths of feunahine, ” aud all that, it to to 
be hojicd this to true, for tb© other six month* 
of th© year are, according to accounts, filled 
in os disagreeably a* po**tbl© with ©qual be¬ 
stowals of fog, ram. snow aud nn*t. By tho 
timo 1 leave her© I shall have spent about 
three months “in town,” and I am prepared 
to make affidavit there ha* not been, up to 
date, a single day of even passable winter 
weather. An epidemic of colds seem* to 
havo set in among the AmericnR colony late¬ 
ly, and few appear to have e*ca]ted it; the 
*ame sort of trouble ha* been general, it to 
said, even among tbo native* tlito wiuter. 

A thoroughly plca«aut place in London to 
the Americau Exchange, at tb© head of the 
Btrand, and tbe spot wuere Americans most 
do congregate. Tbo Exchange to managed 
by Henry Gillig, the individual Miss Emma 
Tbureby didn’t marry, and a large corps of 
OMitotant#, who ar© thoroughly clever and 
courteous to travelers. The premise© nre 
rather small, and, mu*t be always 
crowded “in th© boason," but they 
are most conveniently situated in 
C'imrmg Cross, which would sooiu to be al¬ 
most tbo heart of London; omnibuses from 
most of the deiurabl© parts of th© city pa** 
the door, and hotel*, theaters nud prominent 
churches are ea*i!y reached by taking tb© 
Exchange as a starting point. The quarter* 
of Gillig'* Exchange in Fans, in tbe Boule¬ 
vard des Capucines, are far more commodi¬ 
ous and attractive; but th© Loudon quarters 
ar© very comfortable. Here the traveler 
may writ© his loiters undisturbed, desks, 
p©u, ink aud paper baimr furnished him, and 
muse hiitiMilf comfortablo geuorally iu th© 
society of bis fellow-countrymen. Thor© is 
also a pleasant reading-room, where many 
American dailies ar© generally on file. I re¬ 
nt to find the management has lacked the 
tocornniHiit aud good taste to provide South¬ 
erners with a sight of tbe Cot uikr-Journal 
oucadnually. 

There are also very convintont quarters 
for th© twe of Americans a few door* east of 
th© Exchange, down t tb© Strang, iu th© 
office of tho American RtgU&er, where no 
charge to msdo for th© benefits received; 
in this particular it is slightly different 
from. Gillig’s, whore you pay thoroughly 
for all you got. Th© /.Vj/«.vf«r to a pajtor 
which to circulated all through Europe, and 
contains th© whereabout* of Americans 
everywhere, and, in that way, to a etiurc© of 
most dc-drubL information to tourist*, it is 
constantly in recuipt of a vast amount of 
advertising patronage of ail sorts, through 
which, a* well aa by a very largo subscrip¬ 
tion ltot, it derives its tueomo.

Then it was 
evident, even to tb© strongest doubter*, that 
tb© whol© sum would be subscribed, and 
subscriptions cam© rapidly. Home on© sug¬ 
gested that all the money U» not raised, but 
that th© atrnmto-v* lie given an opportunity 
to join in th© good work. Thu* was prompt¬ 
ly m-gatived, and before 10 o clock tb© whole 
amount wn* rni*©d, th© church w.ia declared 
fro© from debt, and the meeting adjourned 
niter singing tho Doxoiogy. There scorns to 
be an awakeniug among our churches to the 
uecesdtv for paying thcae debt*, and it to 
thought the example of the t’oliege-streot 
church will Ut followed by others.

He also served a second term as 
Judge of the Circuit Court of Harrison 
county. 

A number of men who are now prominent 
lawyers received the rudiment* uf their pro- 
fosstorial education from him. Among them 
are Walter Q. Gresham.

Judge Portar was married to Mia* Eliza¬ 
beth McClellan, of Crawfordsvilie.
